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Average Man in thé Line 
Feels No Hatred for His 
Enemy — Killing Other 
Fellow is Just a Part of 
the Grame. 


Looking at the Final 
Figures. 


Official tabulation oi the primary vote in Indiana has just been 
completed at Indianapolis, ten days after the casting of the ballots 
on March 7, and while the official canvass did not change the stand- 
ing of any of the candidates, the results make an interesting study 
for the man who delights in revelling in political figures. The total 
first choice vote on president showed the following results for all tlie 
ninety-two counties: 
Woodrow Wilson, 160,423; Charles Warren 
Fairbanks, 176,078, sliowing that somewhat more than 15,000 repub- 
lican ballots were cast than Avere deposited by the democrats. 


The first choice total for Thomas R. Marshall, democratic candi- 
date for vice president, was 154,466. There were no candidates for 
this office on the republican and progressive tickets. The first choice 
total for Jolni W. Kern, democratic candidate for United States sen- 
ator, was 161,931. 


The first choice votes for the republican candidates for the sena- 
torial nomination were as follows: Harry S. New, 97,118 ; Arthur R. 
Robinson, 23,825; James E. Watson, 89,847. Tlie second choice votes 
in this race have not yet been tabulated because several counties 
have not made accurate returns and the state officials have sent back 
these returns for correction. In some of these counties, it seems, it 
will be impossible to send in correct totals on second choice votes 
since county clerks have reported to the seci-etary of state that the 
votes are in such condition that it will be impossible for them to 
make the corrections. 


One of the most significant features of the officia] tabulation be- 
came apparent when the total vote for James B. Wilson, of Blooming- 
ton, progressive candidate for the United States senate, was shown to 
run ahead of that cast for J. Frank Hanly, of Indianapolis, the Edwin 
M. Lee candidate fpr governor on the })rogressive ticket, James B, 
Wilson's total vote in the state was 7,567, and that of Hanly was only 
6,544. 


John A. M. Adair ran far ahead of Leonard B. (Jlore in tlie dem- 
ocratic race for the governorship nomination, according to tlie official 
tabulation of the vote. Adair's total of first choice votes was 116,- 
831, while Clore's was 42,906. 


James P. Goodrich, of Winchester, outstripped botli his op- 
ponents in the republican race for the governorship noimnation. The 
vote of Goodricli was 123,342; that of Warren T. McCray, of Kent- 
land, was 61,654, and tliat of Quincy A. Myers, of Logajisport, was 
24,047. 


Nothing like even approximately accurate figures on the total 
cost of the primary to the counties of the state is yet available, and 
while it is practically certain that some of the ante-primary estimates 
wore much loo higli, the real-figure on the expense is going to be a 
rather sizeable one. 


Congress these days is supplying another impressive illustration 
of American unity in forwarding general plans for military prepared- 
ness. There has been a prodigious amount of debate and personal ex- 
pression, but not only the resolution bringing up the total of the 
standing army to 120,000, men but the administration measures look- 
ing;-to better national defense as well as shaping themselves with 
practically ho voice raised against them. We do a lot of disagree- 
ing, a lot of harking back, a lot of viewing with alarm and a lot of 
appealing to the constitutional anchorage, but on the real show-down 
we can always be depended upon to pull together. 
That fact has 
again and again been made evident in the past, and it is the country 's 
best guaranty for the future.

That the distress of these little chil- 
dren is heart-rending may be seen from 
the words of JucVje Ben Lindsey, of Den- 
ver, as they were reported by the New. 
York Sun : 


"^forc

ri,000,000 persons 
who 
never shouldered a rifle or heard the 
Bound of cannon," said Judge Lindsey, 
"have died in Germany as a result of 
this war. 
I am told that more than 
one-half of those were babies. 
In many 
towns and cities of 30,000 or 40,000 in 
Poland there ia not a baby alive under 
three years, and in many placcs not a 
child iindei- ten years, eo terrible haa 
been the demand for milk." 


Judge Lindsey told oi traveling 1»OìjO 
miles in ten days in Germany, of tha 
splendid food wiiich he got at remark- 
ably low prices, and of the apparent 
abundance of all the necessities of life, 
c.\;cept milk and its derivative products. 
"I saw' no signs," he said, "that/the 
adulta were suffering by the blockade of 
food suijplies, but 1 did see man^' signs 
that the baby population was affected 
by the lack of milk. 


"One of the most gripping scenes I 
ever Avitnessed, and one that I shall 
carry with mc to my dying day, was 
the sight one day of a long line of moth 
ers with tiny babies in their arms, wait- 
ing to be supplied Avith milk. 
I saw 
the 
splendid 
sanitary 
equipment 
and 
other arrangements 
for handling tha 
milk bottles and caring for the milk» 
but J saAv no milk. 
The sup(ply for the 
day Iiad given out and still there Avero 
hundreds of mothers left in line Avlio 
must pray for milk on the morrow, for 
milk to keep their babes aliA'c. 
I saw 
the tear-staiiicd faces of those mothers 
as 
tliey 
turned 
away, 
not 
knowing 
whether the little bit of life in their 
babies could be sustained until the mor- 
row. 


"There Avere scenes that made one's 
heartstrings tighten and made one want 
to get out and fight for the babiea. 
It 
made one feel as if thià Avar had do- 
gi;nerutcd into a war against babiea, the 
poor, helpless 
things 
Avho/ have 
had 
nothing to do Avith the war and yet Avho 
must suffer. 
The Bible says something 
about the millstone that should be tied 
around the neck of a sinner, but I say 
that the great nations of the Avorld that 
refuse to permit ' milk 
to go to 
thp 
babies of any country should be weighed 
down bt such a millstone. 


"Everybody 
ought 
to 
be

baby,"' continued Judge Lindsey 
Avith 
emphasis. 
"We Jilcad for equal oppor- 
tunities for the babies of all the na- 
tions. 
Never shall I forget the sight 
of th(! hundreds of Avomen gathered in 
a room, Avlio," having jsuckled their own 
babies,'Averc nursing thi babies of others, 
in the.hoiK) of saving these childrerf from 
starvation nntil another day could bring 
new sujiplles of milk from the dairies. 


"Those are the things» that bring a

Porb Wayne T^ill entertain the big- 
pegt church gathering in the state dur- 
Inp the week of March 27. when the 
seventy-third session of the' North In- 
diana Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church will be held in this city, 
I t -will be the liret time in forty-two 
years that Fort Wayne has had this 
ionor, the last Methodist Episcopal con- 
ference'having been held here in 1874. 


The annual conference of the Metho- 
.^ist Episcopal church is a biff event 
•which Methodists throughout 
the en- 
•tlre northern part of Indiana and ex- 
tending ss far south as Richmond, are 
OTeatly interested. 
It is at these con- 
ferences tiiat the pastors are assiirned 
and 
every Methodist 
is vitally 
con- 
cerned as to who his next pastor is to 
be. 
The entire business of tlie year ii 
transacted and plans for the ensuing 
year are outlined. 


The Methodist Episcopal church is a 
•wonderful organization. 
Not. pnly is 
this true in a religions way, but its sys- 
tem of government is regarded ae one 
of the jrroatest of any religious body 
5n the world. 


True, the Slethodists play politics, birt 
it is the clean and •wholesome kind. 
The 
•political activities of the members in 
trying to get this or that particular pas- 
tor to retain the one they already have, 
adds interest to the church and makes 
Hs members all the more active and 
Itlive to their responsibilities and obit- 
Stations. 


Organized in Fort Wayne. 


The North Indiana conference was 
organized in Fort Wayne, October 16 to 
21. 1844, with Bishop Waugh presiding 
and 
Matthew 
Simpson 
as 
secretary. 
Matthew Simpson later became a bishop 
and was one of the most distinguished 
the Methodist church has ever had. No 
church ever produced a greater or a 
more polished orator. 
Simpson M. E. 
church, in this city, is named in mem- 
ory of him. 


Four conferences have been lield in 
Fort Wayne. 
After the organization 
of the conference in 184'1 it did not 
meet here again until September 22 to 
28. 1852, in the old Berry street M. E. 
church, which stood on the ground now 
occupied h.y the Anthony hotel. 
The 
conference came to the same chiu-ch 
April 10 to 15, 1862, and the fourth time 
iv this city at the Wayne street M. E. 
church, April 1 to 6, 1874.

of the Italian chief, General 
Cadorna. 
His so-called "weather reports" have be- 
come the target of every cartoonist in 
the central empires, who has portraye«! 
him so often under an umbrella 
that 
the joke has been worn threadbare. "Ca- 
dorna 
Reports 
Snow"; 
"It's 
Raining 
Down Cadorna's Way"; "Cadorna 
Re- 
ports—Bad Weather," and lialf a doz(.*i 
other headings of a similar natiu'c seem 
to be kept standing' in type in most 
newspaper offices. 


Now, however, the Berliner Tageblatt 
declares seriously that the territory in 
-which Cadorna's armies are operating is 
the most "weather-visited" in all Eur- 
ope, and that it about iiolds the record 
for lain if not snow falls. 
The Tage- 
blatt bases its statements on the 
re- 
sults 
of 
metereological 
investigations 
in the neighborhood of the Ray of Cat- 
taro. 


With the exception of the hills which 
overhang the bay, acocrding to the in-

You will have nO 
trouble In learning the lucky person's

the time to give any other than a stereotyped 
reason. 
Studios often accept plays that 
they 
have rejected months before. 
The studios con- 
sider that they aro dealing with proresslonfti 
writers, and no real writer pays much attvn» 
tlon to a rejection. 
He simply looks over th« 
play to see if it needs rewriting or copying 
starts it off again, then writes another play W. 
so while ho is waiting for a check or a n o t h « 
rcjection.\ Certainly do not quit because of > 
few rejection slips.

Believe Villa in Flight.

Fairbanks, 17(1,078, showiiiR that somewhat more than 1.1,001) repub- 
liean ballots were east than were deposited by the demoerats. 


The iirst choiee total for Thomas It. Marshall, democratic eaiuli- 


Hal,- for viee president, was 154,466. There were no candidates for 
this office on the republican, and progressive, tickets. The iirst choice 
total for John \V. Kern, democratic candidate for I'nited States siTu- 
alor, was IU.1,031. 


The first choice votes for the republican candidates for the sena- 


torial nomination were as follows: Harry S. Xcw, 07,118; Arthur R. 

The second choice voles 
in this race have not yet been tabulated because several counties 
have not made accurate returns and the slate officials have sent back 
these returns for correction.

the words of Jut!(;e Ben Lindsey, of Den- 
ver, as they were reported by tho New 
York Sun: 


"More than 1^000,000 persons who 


never shouldered a rifle or heard the 
sound of cannon." said Judge Lindsey, 
"have died in German}' as a result o{ 
this war. 
I am told that more than 


one-half of those- were babies. In many 
towns and cities of 30,000 or 40,000 in 
Poland tbcro is not a baby alive under 
three years, and in many places not a 
child under ten years, «o terrible has 
been the demand for milk."
